Robert G. Jones, for eleven years the 
town marshal of Stanford, died sudden- 
ly and unexpectedly in Louisville Wed- 
nesday afternoon, while undergoing an 
operation for cancer of the face with 
which he had suffered for some timo. 
Mr. Jones was one of the best known 
residents of Stanford and news of hia 
death came as a severe shock to the 
community. 

Mr. Jones was born in Rockcastle 
county 61 years ago. When a young 
man he removed to Lincoln (county, 
where he made hie permanent home. 
He engaged in centractlng and carpen- 
taring and by frugality and energy he 
amassed a competence After serving 
faithfully a* town marshal of the city 
for eleven years, he retired and bought 
a grocery and general store on Depot 
street, which he and his sons were con- 
ducting at the time of his death. 

His wife and fivechildren— John, Wal- 
ter. Robert. Moggie and Kittie survive. 
The deceased was a member of the 
Chriatian church and of the lodge of 
Maccabees. The burial took place on 
Thursday afternoon at 2 JO o'clock in 
Buffalo Cemetery, services being con- 
ducted by Rev. Walker A large num- 
ber of friends end loved ones were 
present to pay the last tribute of res- 
pe- t to his memory.
